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A COUNTRY so complex and 


fragmented as Lebanon is, first: 


und foremost, a collection of 
paradoxes. The greatest paradax, 
Perhaps, is the fact that though 
Lebanon is the homeland of people 
of various religions who were 
Persecuted and forced (o leave their 
original homes, these common 
persecutions did not bring them 
together. 

Albert Hourani, himself a Levan- 
line, wrote that the history of 
Lebanon can be best characterized 
as a desperate, ongoing altempt to 
achieve internal unity and solidarity 
in a country torn apart by division 
and rift. 

This fact in itself must fead to the 
gloomy assumption that the 
Lebanese are not capable of 
governing themselves. 

There were, however, periods in 
history when Lebanon enjoyed 
relative calm and stability. The first 
such period can be traced back to 
the Druse emir, Fahad el Din 
Ma‘ni, who ruled Mount Lebanon 
for 50 years (1585-1635). The Ma'ni 
dynasty was brought down towards 
the end of the 17th century and was 
feplaced by the Schchab dynasty 
(1687-1842), 

The princedum of Mount 
Lebanon'may be defined as having 
been a pluralistic political com- 
munity in which the communities 
lived side by side with minimum 
vontacl between them. 

However, the feudal system, 
whereby Druse landiords 
dominated Muronite peasants, und 
the continued expansion of the 
princedom under the Schehabi 
dynasty, served (0 increase com- 
munal contact; and with it came 
cemniunal conflict. 

Untit the beginning of the 19th 
century, inter-communal rivalry 
was limited and the more significant 

confrontations took place internal- 
ly, within the communities 
themselves. For example, the 
rivalry between the Druse clans, the 
Jumblatts and the Arsalanis, was 
much mere acrimonious than were 
their feuds with the Maronites. This 
same civalry manifests itsell today 
~— it is said that “where Jumblatts 
stand the Arsalanis are not to be 
found.” Herein Hes unother 
Lebanese paradox.

When the French archives of the 
period were recently opened to the 
public, it emerged that the creation 
of “Greater Lebanon" was jn- 
stigated by the Maronites and not 
by the French, as had always been 
assumed.

Lebanon was saved, largely due 
to outside intervention — the 
landing of U.S. marines. Under the

Among them 
was the new Lebanese president, 
the Maronite Fuad Chehab. Under 
his guidance, the years from 1958 to 
1970 were marked by a decisive and 
systematic effort to reconstruct the 
Lebanese state, so as to be able to 
weather the storms ahead.

By the early "705, Palestinian ac- 


tivity in the south of Lebanon 
brought about massive Isreeli 


retaliation and this caused the mass 
migration of Shi’as from the south 
to Beirut. There, the impoverished 


and uprooted Shi'as became easy 


prey to the Palestinians and their 
leftist Lebanese allies. 
By the mid-'70s South Lebanon, 


parts of Beirut and the Beka’a Val- 


ley, Mount Lebanon and North 


Lebanon were virtually under 


Palestinian and leftist control. 

The Lebanese state, witnessing 
the process from its inception, was 
by that time a feeble machine, un- 
able to enforce its authority. | 

The will to do so existed, es- 
pecially with the new president 
Suleiman Franjich, elected in 1970. 
What was lacking was a means to 
execute the declared intention of 
curbing Palestinian activity. 

Since the Lebanese state could 
not fulfil its duties or defend itself, 
the vigilantes of the state, the ever- 
ready Phalangist forces and the 
Maronite militias were there, and 
the long awaited civil war became a 
reality. 


THE FATAL shots that started the 
Lebanese Civil War were fired on 
April 13, 1975. The veteran leader 
of the Phalangists, Sheikh Pierre 
Jemayel, and his bodyguards were 
attacked in cast Beirut. Four of the 
entourage were killed and their 
Phalangist supporters retaliated by 
killing 22 Palestinians. The civil war 
which was to kill 60,000 Lebanese, 
had started. 

In a sense that war has not 
finished. What distinguished it from 
the 1958 conflagration was the 
fierceness of the fighting, the wide 
area it spread across, and the large 
number of armed factions involved. 

As the machinery of government 
crumbled, there was no option for 
the Lebanese but to stand and fight 
for their lives, This caused the for- 
mation of a multiplicity of militias, 
many of them simply armed clans, 
suburban groups, and so on, — 

Another factor was that this was 
not just a civil war. While the 
fighting Christians were all 
Lebanese, the left was heavily 
backed by the Palestinians and by 


- volunteers from other Arab states. 


There was also an increase in the 
importance of the role of the Arab 
countries, which exerted influence 
through the Palestinian organiza- 
tions. 

When, in 1975, it became clear 
that the anti-Syrian Palestinian and 
leftist coalition was nearing victory, 
the Syrians intervened. This in- 
tervention changed the nature of 
the war. With their military 


«superiority the Syrians soon 


overwhelmed the Palestinians and 
the left-wing militias and helped the 
Christians survive the first rounds of 
the Civil War. . 

Syria’s involvement brought the 
pan-Arab dimensions of the affair to 
the fore, Tripoli, West Beirut and 
parts of South Lebanon became 
battlefields between Syria and Iraq.

This happened to be a 
Palestinian who said that most peo- 
ple survived the Jsracli attack in 
shelters, But the story in Sidon was 
said to be different — 60 of the 
man's extended family had died 
there, he had heard. . 

Shargil, pistol on hip, started his 
tour. He didn’t know about Sidon, 
but here his best guess was that 12 
civilians had been killed and less 
than 100 wounded. These figures 
didn’t Include the Rashadiye 
refugee camp, where the PLO had 
been entrenched. 

The hospitals Shargil visited 
seemed to be functioning somehow. 
They had water, power, medicine 
and staff. None were swamped, 
Finally, at the largest private 
hospital in Tyre, something was 
found for an Israeli volunteer to do.

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IT IS DIFFICULT to find space 
these days for music reviews, with 
the situation in Lebanon filling the 
features pages, However, our 
cultural activities are continuing 
without postponements or cancella- 
tions — guest artists from abroad 
arrive on schedule without fear of 
endangering their fives, mobilizu- 
lion has not seriously interfered 
with performing artists, concerts for 
the population in the north are be- 
ing given voluntarily and in addition 
to regular schedules (the Jerusalem 
Symphony Orchestra went to 
Nahuriya, the Israel Sinfonietta to 
Kibbutz Shamir, and so on). 

We still remember Zino 
Francescatti's unforgettable perfor- 
mance of Beethoven's Violin 
Concerto, with the Israel Philhar- 
monic Orchestra at the Edison 
Cinema in Jerusalem during the 
1956 Sinai campaign. 

During the Six Day War, musical 
uelivities were suspended for only 
four-and-a-half days — the TPO 
played on Sunday June 4, 1967, in 
Beershebu under Sergiu Comis- 
siona, and resumed its appearances 
at the end of (he week with a Friday 
afternoon special concert al 
Jerusalem's Binyenei Ha'uma (the 
temporary HQ of the Central Com- 
mand!) with Zubin Mehta con- 
ducting, und Daniel Barenboim as 
soloist in Beethoven's Fifth Piuno 
Concerto. 

When, « few days later, the IPO 
went up to Mount Scopus to per- 
form Mahler’s Resurrection 
Symphony (with the late Jenny 
Tourel; Isaac Stern played the 
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Mendelssohn Concerto; Leonard 
Bernstein conducted), the morning 
rehearsal was held with the sound of 
detonating mines in the 
background. 

L was abroud in October 1973, but 
my records show that our friend 
Zubin Mehta again dominated the 
scene during the Yom Kippur War, 
conducting the [PO at a special con- 
cert, with Isaac Stern, Pinhas 
Zukerman and Daniel Barenboim 
lending their great talents lo raise 
money for the Soldiers’ Welfare 
Committee and give u morale boost 
lo the population in general. 

A reader's letter to the editor of 
The Jerusalem Post (October 17. 


+1973) asked: “Is it fitting and proper 


for the IPO to hold its first subserip- 
tion concert in Jerusalem on Oc- 
tober 20, during the first days of 
what amounts to [a period ΟΠ] mass 
mourning?" 

The IPO relied: “The programme 
{was] sclected with full under- 
standing of the feelings of our peo- 
ple, and we believe that this concert 
will do good rather than harm. ἔπ 
days like these, there are people in 
Israel who are helped by music, and 
it is for them that the orchestra is 
playing.” 

A close friend who was seriously 


wounded during the Yom Kippur 
War and was in and out of hospital 
for years, told me that il was only 
music that helped him,to overcome 
his pain and depression. 

Music during war is not “fiddling 
while Rome burns” but rather the 
forces of life demanding expression 
and an attempt to keep life as nor- 
mal us possible. 


WE LEARN from the Composers’ 
League in Israel that the second 
stage of the contest forthe Liberson 
Prize has been cancelled since not 
enough scores were submitted to 
justify the distribution of prizes. The 
comtest will be held next year, when 
the first prize will be worth more, 
and a chunge in the instrumental 
combinations will be allowed — it is 
hoped that this will induce a larger 
number of composers 10 submit 
scores. 

The Israel Sinfonietta, based in 
Beersheba, held its second annual 
contest for a young composer's work, 
awarding prize-money and assuring 
a performance by the ISB. Out of 
seven scores submitted, Kadim-East 
Wind for Orchestra by Moshe Rasiuk 
came oul on top. [1 will be 
presented at next season's opening 
concert, 


Rasiuk was born in Huifa in 1954 
and studied composition with Abel 
Ehrlich at the Rubin Acudemy of 
Music; he also completed the 
musicology course at Tel Aviv 
University. At present he is continu- 
ing his studies with Josef Tal in 
Jerusalem, and teaching; he is also a 
member of the Cameran Singers, 
who have already performed some 
of his vocul compositions. 


THE SCHEDULED conductor of 
the 10th subscription series, Ric- 
curdo Chailley, has been forced by 
illness to cancel his trip to Israel. He 
cabled the IPO from his London 
hospital bed last week and sug- 
gested Israeli conductor Doron 
Salomon as his replacement. 
Salomon has lately appeared in 
Europe with great success. Follow- 
ing an appeal from the IPO, 
Salomon changed his plans and 
returned to Israel for the first half of 
the series with the IPO, His soloist 
will be Cuban-born Horacio Gutier- 
rez, who won first prize ut the 
Tchnikovsky Competition in 
Moscow in 1970. 

Series 6-8 in Tel Aviv, and Series 
1-3 of the 9th subscription concert 
in Haifa will be conducted by 
Herbert Blomstedt, with Yefim 
Bronfman as solosit. 


ELIAV PRIEL, 16, of Rehovot, 
won the Young Musicians Inter- 
national Award of Boston Univer- 
sity's Tanglewood Institute. Every 
summer, this institute, together with 
the Bostun Symphony Orchestra, 
holds αὶ seminar for young musicians 


and awards prizes to enable young 
music students from outside the 
U.S. to participate. Eliav is current- 
ly studying at the Jerusalem High 
School of Music, which is linked to 
the Rubin Academy of Music. He 
has already appeared several times 
in Israel, and is a recipient of 
America-Isracl Cultural Founda- 
tion scholarships; he will appear for 
the first time abroad at a concert in 
Toronto as part of Israel Day 
festivities sponsored by the Cana- 
dian Zionist Federation. 

Arieh Lipsky, a native of Haifa, 
studies cello at the Cleveland In- 
stitute of Music. Last month, he 
won the Ohio Valley Young Musi- 
cians’ Concerto Competition. The 
prize was $500 and an appearance 
with the Wheeling West Virginia 
Symphony Society (he will perform 
the solo part in Dvorak's Cello 
Concerto).

THEATRE 
Uri Rapp 


IT IS unusual for a mun of slrong 
personal convictions and unyielding 
principles to have so many friends 
in such varied walks of life. Though 
the late Mendel Kohansky was not a 
man of compromise or conciliation, 
controversies, for him, were always 
objective. He did nol turn them into 
personal vendettas. 

Kohansky was an amateur in 
many of his fields of interest, but 
could hold his own with the profes- 
sionals, He wrote extensively not 
only about the theatre but about 
Israeli urt, archeology, literature 
and a variety of other subjects. 

Kohansky spent a large part of his 

social life among the English- 
speaking segment of Israel, yet few 
of those he knew suspected the 
degree of his involvement with 
Hebrew literature and culture dur- 
ing these past 25 years. 
__As a writer he often showed an 
impish sense of humour arfd made 
use of literary and historical erudi- 
lion to perpetrate hoaxes for his 
own amusement, His listeners and 
readers, once they saw through the 
hoax, were more often than not 
amused as well. 

Although born into a renowned 
Hassidic family, Kohansky chose a 
completely different form of Jewish 
expression, He rejected the external 
trappings of piety and devoted 
himself to Zionism, American- 
-Jewish secularism and to the 
Citizens Rights Movement for 
which party he was a candidate for 

_ the 0th Knesset. ἐν, 


τ SECULAR HUMANISTIC Jewish 
fommitment seemed a lost cause in 

. Kohansky's generation. Most peo- 
ees busy seeking meaning in 
“values, extreme nationalistic 

: tage and Messianic preten- 
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Trying to be a “good Jew” out- 
side the comfortable fold of popular 
consensus caused him preat mental 
anguish and anxiety. He had a con- 
stant involvement with (he State of 
israel and its policies, and with the 
Jewish people throughout the 
world, 

It was through these activities 
that he found his own rewards. Even 
though enjoying the recompenses of 
cultural achievement, he never 
failed to appreciate the 
ridiculousness of his situation. 

During the last three years of his 
life he devoted most of his efforts to 
a book showing the effects of the 
Holocaust on the theatre. ~ 


BEING A THEATRE critic was 
also not without difficulties. Most 
performances are middling or bad. 
Hours of glory are few. Loving the 
theatre was like loving the Jewish 
people; despite the blemishes there 
were the rewards of love itself to 
compensate for the years of nagg- 
ing, the constant fault finding, the 
professional demands for the impos- 
sible and the weary evenings spent 
attending uninspiring perfor- 
mances. 

The Hebrew theatre has been a 
most important factor in the revival 
of the Hebrew language and 
culture. It is a mirror of our times, 
having dealt, more than any other 
medium, with the problems, anx- 
ieties and dilemmas of our society. 

Kohansky's participation, in addi- 
tion to regular reporting of the 
theatre and its doings, was his book 
on the history of the Hebrew 
theatre, his numerous articles 
published abroad and his contribu- 
tions to handbooks and en- 
cyclopedias. ~~ ee 
ἡ ΠΝ several hundred of 
Kohansky’s friends gathered ἃ year 
ago to celebrate his 70th birthday, 
his vitality belied his age. 

He was fortunate enough Lo have 
remained active’ and creative until 
only a few weeks before his death. 
His many readers and friends find 
his absence a void not easily filled.O

the American art of piling up meat 
in Lhe centre of a sundwich, so us to 
mitke it appear bigger. Nonetheless 
there was enough meat in the 
sandwiches, The corned becf was 
good, but the pastrami was excep- 
tional — very tasly, with just the 
right amount of added seasoning. 

My partner and 1 both like herr- 

ing dishes; we preferred the herring 
in mustard sauce to the plain herr- 
ing. The mushroom salad elicited 
nothing but praise. The lunch, some 
of which was left over for the next 
day, cost us 18288. 
MAKING corned beef is a fairly 
lengthy process, but those who are 
willing 1o take the time will find it 
econumical to make wt home. My 
colleague, Dvorah Getzler was kind 
enough to let me have the recipe 
she go! from her mother. 

For those concerned about 
chemicals in food, 1 must point out 
al the start that the recipe calls for 
saltpetre, a common meat- 
preserving agent, which some con- 
sider to be harmful. If you object to 
using it yourself, 1 would suggest 
you also refrain from buying any 
sori of sausage or preserved meat. 

Buy about a kilo and a hulf of 
brisket, asking for a piece which 
isn't full of fat. (You could also use 
the less expensive frozen breast of 
beef.) Cut several cloves of garlic in

small pieces, pierce the meat all 
over and insert the garlic. 

Mix two tablespoons of coarse 
koshering salt with two teaspoons of 
saltpetre, together with a few 
crushed bay leaves, a teaspoon of 
black peppercorns, two whole 
cloves, half a teaspoon of mustard 
seed and a teaspoon of whole all- 
spice. 

Sprinkle the mixture over the 
meat and add water to cover. Cover 
with a plate and, if necessary, weigh 
the plate down with a heavy clean 
stone or jar to keep the meat sub- 
merged, Leave the meat in the 
fridge for about a week, turning it 
over every duy or so. * 

When you are ready Lo use it, 
wash the meat (if you like, you 
can leave in the garlic). Put in a 
large pot of cold water and bring to 
a boil. Throw out that water and 
add more cold water. Bring to boil 
again, lower the heat and simmer on 
a very low fire until the meal is 
tender, which should take about 
two hours. 

According to Geizler, the meat is 
delicious and extravagant if served 
hot and delicious and economical if 
served cold. If you like, you can add 
a quartered cabbage and small 
peeled potatoes to the meat for the 
last half hour of cooking and serve 
them with the meat. a

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IT'S NOT CLEAR why Gene Hilt 


Sagan called his new work for the 
Bat-Dor Company Golden Moments: 
perhaps it hav something to do with 
the fact thut, at the end, (he dancers 
used golden fans. 

Bul the tithe was certainly 
justified by the dancing we saw last 
week (June 17) al the Jerusalem 
Theatre — not only that of Jeanette 
Ordman and Clark Tippet, but that 
of Hanna Alex, Catherine Dulin, 
Rosemary Sandifer, Sam Mc- 
Manus, und Philip Clyde. 

Inthe programme, the title of the 
Schubert string quartet wns given 
only as No. 14 in D Minor. But the 
work is universally known as Death 
and the Maiden, αὶ theme that was 
picked up in the Sngan-designed 
black costumes. Ordmun's perfor- 
mance here could have been called 
astonishing, hud she not already sur- 
passed it in brilliance in her 
“George Sand” duets with Tippet 
earlier in the programme. 

Even when caught up by her 
partner, she swung in the wir or 
clung to him in one of those lifts in 
which choreographers nowadays 
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Seem to explore startling positions. 
Her movement was easy, smooth, 
expressive, sensual. 

In the Episodes, adapted from 
John Butler's work, she created the 
right erotic impact. 

In the Sagan work, she projected 
frenzied emotion that was counter- 
balance to the aristocratic control 
of the three other women. There 
was something Lorca-like about the 
atmosphere, enhanced by Ben-Zlon 
Munitz’s lighting. 

Also on the programme was Alvin 
Ailey’s Night Creature, which grows 
more fascinating with familiarity. 
Graciella Kozak and Yonatan Avni 
were particularly notable here. 

Igal Perry's /ilusion got the big- 
gest hand — perhaps induced by the 
“trance” music (Jean Michel Jarre's 
Oxygene, 1,2,3). It did seem better 
paced than when 1 saw it last, but it 
was fess well lit and some of the 


mime was rather disagreeable in the 
Present situation. Also, too many 
Moves and groups looked like 
quotations. 


ISRAEL SHAPIRA, the director of 
Hora, told me that the folk dance 
Organization has been in existence 
for more than 20 years. If so, the 
more than 100 dancers who ap- 
peared at the Jerusalem Theatre 
(June 15) must be the latest of 
several generations. Nobody looked 
older than 17. But what was offered 
was more than a children's show. 
Not all the dancers were of equal 
Proficiency, but all were excellently 
coordinated, a tribute to firm train- 
ing. 

The staging was attractive. The 
word "Hora," written in flowers, 
was slung in the air. A background 
“fence” of tall flowers gave the 
scene a warm glow. Costuming too 
was an asset on the handsome boys 
and lovely girls, achieved with an 
imaginative sense of colour and line 
and an eye on ethnic sources. 

There was a “story” in one or two 
items — like Boy's Dream — but the 
dances mainly depended on sheer 
spirit, Now of movement, texmwork 
in single line or group formation. A 
little fess “prettiness" among the 
girls might even have increused the 
charm; their smiles were too predic- 
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table, The boys were always strong, 
never letting their drive get the bet- 
ter of their discipline. 

No wonder that so many 
members of Hora have “graduated” 
to the Jerusalem Dance Company 
— as Shapira snid they did. Hora is 
certainly a seedhed for Israeli folk 
dancing to which the 
choreographers have no doubt 
greatly contributed. They seemed to 
pay cureful attention to whal really 
belongs τὸ custom, and not cabaret.

AS THE uneasy cease fire came 
more or less into effect, and Opera- 
tion Peace for Galilee lost its 
headlong spced, television settled 
down to interpret for us what a 
more static type of warfare was like 
for the soldiers. Army censorship 
was less stern, and we were able to 
share the thoughts of the soldiers 
through some excellent interviews. 

Ehud Ya‘ari went on producing 
remarkable scoops: he has certainly 
broken new ground among Israeli 
television journalists through his 
abilily to get Arab leaders, who only 
a few weeks ago were as remote as 
the oulermost stars, to prattle away 
to him as if they were Israeli politi- 
ciuns seeking re-election. 

While Ya’ari goes hunting for 
notable interviewees, Michael 
Gurdus sits in his room and garners 
reports from the four corners of the 
earth, | imagine him like a spider at 
the centre of a web, getting his 
booty delivered to him, 

He certainly provides us with a 

unique service, which must be the 
envy of the CIA and other intel- 
ligence branches, with spies planted 
and phones tapped in enemy 
countries, but nevertheless unable 
to equal his stay-at-home flow of in- 
formation. 
_ In my mind's eye I see him sitting 
in some vast room, surrounded by 
innumernhle television sets, radios 
and videos, chaltering away 
simultaneously in all the tongues of 
Babel, in every one of which he is 
completely fluent, 

Certainly, when all this is over, 1 
think that prizes should be awarded 
to Ya‘ari and Gurdus for the bril- 
liance of their work during a period 
when army spokesmen were only 
doling out morsels to a public stary- 
ing for news.

OPERATION Peace for Galilee 
becoming a static war or peace 4 
considerable distance from Galilee 
also resulted in there being a dif- 
ferent patlern to the entertainment 
provided by ΤΥ for the troops at the 
frgnt and the folks back home. 

Producers and directors were 
able to prepare a suitable set, to 
organise comprehensive program- 
mes, and to preserve for us on lape 
soldiers’ facial expressions and 
memories after the tanks and planes 
stopped moving. Stopped at least 
for the time being, and we hope 
forever. 

Many poems and tales have been 
written about the feelings of soldiers 
far from home, listening in alien 
deserts, jungles or cities to nostalgic 
songs about the people and places 
they love and have left behind them. 

The experience of Israeli soldiers 
is somewhat different, because they 
are not sent thousands of miles 
away, for several years, bul can get 
home for brief periods of leave a 
comparatively short time afler be- 
ing in action. Perhaps some bright 
producer will make a film about the 
effects of this juxtaposition of home 
and battle-front. © ;

* The cameras managed to convey 
the sense of comradeship that has 
sometimes been claimed to be the 
only mitigating aspect of the evil 
that is war. Saint-Exupéry put it, “It 
is the savour of bread broken with 
comrades that makes us-accept the 
values of war.” (He also said: “War 
is not an adventure. It is a disease. It 
is like typhus.") 

Those cameras also caught the 
haunted look in young eyes as the 
soldiers listened to nostalgic songs 
of home, the eager way those faces 
lit up with laughter when the enter- 
tainers amused them with 
wisecracks. 

Pe’er's show on Friday was so 
goud that I found myself wondering 
why so many so-called television 
entertainments are so mediocre and 
humdrum. Normally, at least one 
viewer in every group is completely 
unmoved by the singers and their 
guitars, or their accompanying 
bands, and uses these sounds as 
background effects while making 
coffee or attending to other needs 
neglected during thrillers. 

Admittedly, this particular show 
got off to a flying start because of 
the circumstances, the setting, and 
the spontaneous reactions of the 
audience. 

Even allowing for the factors 
facilitating their performances, 1 
must commend Danny Sanderson 
and Arik Sinai for very remarkable 
performances. Sanderson sang bril- 
liantly, made some excellent 
wisecracks, hammed a Greek dance 
and kept his audience and us in 
stiches; Sinai’s sentimental con- 
tribution was equally good in a dif- 
ferent way. 


WE SAW two Haifa psychologists 
discussing problems of the home 
front and the war front — among 
other things, the question of why so 
many soldiers do not avail 
themselves of opportunities to 
telephone home to their wives. 
One explanation given by the ex- 
perts was that the men, locked in 
the experiences of war and com- 
radeship, do not relish having to 


listen to their wives complaining 


about their difficulties — the whining 
of the kiddies, the magnitude of the 
overdraft, the myriad irritants of 
running a household. 

A bright young soldier with a 
massive beard rocked the psy- 
chologists by. asserting with a 
deadpan expression that he was 
definitely not going to phone home. 
When pressed to explain his at- 
tilude, he answered that he had just 
been home on leave for a few hours, 
and had settled all the problems. 

Producer Sara Ginor and director 
Haggat Muntner are to be con- 
gratulated on producing a show that 
was just right for the occasion. 1 also 
enjoyed Sarale Sharon's nostalgic 
Hight with the soldiers.

WITHIN the limits imposed on him 
by the censors, Yaron London has 
tried to discuss the great moral is- 
sues involved for the nation in the 
present conflict. 

In passing, | may mention that | 
myself have received a bewildering 
variety of plaudits and brickbats for 
writing as I did last week in a rather 
derisive way about the Minister of 
Defence, who I compared to a soc- 
cer star at the Mundial, and for say- 
ing that 1 was bothered and 
bewildered by the war. My critics 
contend that there is no room for 
cynicism or doubt when boys are 
fighting and dying for the cause, or 
for questioning the way the war was 
being handled, or for mocking our 
leaders. 

The implication is that we must 
rally to the cause of our country, 
right or wrong, and must suppress 
all our doubts and our crilicisms of 
the way things are being handled by 
our duly elected leaders, at least un- 
til the “hot” part of the war is over. 

Yuron London conducted a very 
stimulating discussion programne 
about this very issue. The starting 
point was that this war was unlike 
any of the other wars in which Israel 
was involved: this war, according to 
London, was the first one which was 
initialed by Israel and was not in 
defence of the nation’s existence. It 
was not thrust upon us by the Arabs, 
and its targets were nol defined 
clearly for us from the beginning. 

The bombing of Tyre and Sidon, 
and the shelling of Beirut, were also 
new experiences for Israelis: our 
previous wars did not involve mas- 
sive attacks on cities and civilians. 

Stress was correctly placed dur- 
ing the discussion on the efforts of 
the IDF to avoid the killing of 
Lebanese civilians whenever possi- 
ble. 

Prof, Yirmiyahu Yovel and 
Aharon Megged reinforced my con- 
viction that we have a compelling 
duty to challenge the actions of our 
Jeaders, in war just as much as in 
peace, every inch of the way. If ever 
we accept the view that a mililary 

- operation or other crisis, and the in- 
terests of morale, demand us- 
questioning and servile obedience 
and acceptance, we will be lost, 
whether we win a battle or not. 
Whether criticism can be combi 
with jests is a matter of taste — as 
Byron said, if | laugh at any mortal 
thing, tis that | may not weep- 


OF COURSE, victory. will condone 
many moral lapses; if'it-all comes 
out right in the end, ail my ethical 
doubts will no doubt abate.

1Ε YOU INTEND to go and see 
Megalexandres (and if you're a film 
buff you certainly should), be 
prepared for the kind of experience 
hardly ever encountered on local 
screens. For Theo Angelopoulos* 
film is the kind of cinema that com- 
mercial distribution traditionally 
shuns; it avoids most of the ac- 
cepted means of expression that 
we've been conditioned to, 68- 
pecially by television. 

The Greek director docs not 
shove information down the 
audience's throat. Knowing that no- 
one can digest at top speed anything 
lhat requires a bit of thought, 
Angelopoulos chooses ἡ slow, 
deliberate tempo. He refuses to 
compress time, to cul quickly from 
one scene to another, to create the 
illusion of dynamic action thrusting 
forward. Mast of all, he simply does 
not make it easy on the audience — 
he demands the viewer's active par- 
ticipation each slep of the way. So if 
you feel lazy, pick another film. 

It must be stressed that 
Angelopoulos uses extremely long 
takes. One shot cun go on for sev- 
eral minutes, not the 20-30 seconds 
of the usual commercial produc- 
tion, The movements of the camera 
are carefully orchestrated to build 
every shot gradually into a climax. 

Thus a peaceful early-morning 
stroll into the Greck countryside 
Moves into the imposing ruins of an 
ancient temple, and follows the 
Strollers as they approach the slope 
of the mountain on which a temple 
is built. The emotional impact is in- 
creased by a breathtaking pan- 
orama slowly reveuling itself in 
(ront of the camera. When you 
think you've reached the peak of 
contemplative glory, threatening 
sounds are heard on the 
soundtrack; the camera and the 
slrollers retreat, (he sounds grow 
stronger, the camera moves back. 
And then, as if from the depths of 

mountain, a mighty figure of a 
warrior appears. In full battle 
Tegalia, he rides a white horse and is 
&ccompanied by black figures bran- 
dishing firearms. He invades the 
Screen and takes it over completely. 

There is no need for dialogue; 
after we have been led through a 
Vatiely of moods, the image tran- 
Smits every bit of emotion.

h are perfectly balanced; they 
Mave a terrible strength by 
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themselves, even if the camera does 
not move at all. 

Take the opening shot — a huge 
palace in the dark. The lights are 
gradually turned on in each and 
every one of its many windows, a 
Viennese waltz [5 heard, shadows 
move behind the curtains in time 
with the dance. Then a small figure 
emerges from the portals, runs 
down the steps, approaches the 
gale, and rushes away. Through all 
this the camera, located at a con- 
siderable distance so it can capture 
the entire size of the palace, and fill 
the screen with it, does not move 
one bit. From all the details in this 
imposing frame, you are invited to 
construct your own version of 
what's going on. 

Angelopoulos does not con- 
sider realism o supreme quality in 
his films. He is conscious of 
directing allegories. He intentional- 
ly uses his characters as symbols, 
und stays as far as possible from a 
documentary, presentation. He 
does not intend to catch life in the 
raw, or even reconstruct it as it is; 
rather, through a stylized rendition, 
he tries to give it new meanings and 
significance. 


THIS LENGTHY introduction to 
Angelopoulos’ cinema language is 
aibsolutely necessary if one is lo 
cope with the themes themsclves 
und not be defeated by the shupe of 
their exposition. This different kind 
of language is not to everyone's 
taste. Angelopoulos himself unders- 
tands this, declaring: “Let's say ἢ 
write in long sentences, like 
Faulkner.” Anyone who gets lost in 
the middle of long sentences will get 
lost here too. 

As for themes, Angelopoulos has 
a predilection for combining 
mythical figures with modern Greek 
history in order to teach political 
lessons that are very topical. 
Whoever saw O Thiassos (The 
Travelling Players) in one of the 
cinematheques has already dis- 
covered that he will go as far back 
as the Astride dynasty, mix in 
milestones of Greek history from 
1939-52, season it richly with his 
own brand of Marxiam, add reflec- 
tions on art and life, and put it all 
Together in ἃ stunning and often 
mystifying way. 

\Megalexandros (Alexander the 
Great) is relatively simpler fare. The 
entire plot is concentrated in afew 
days, which means there are no trips 
back and forth in time to com- 
plicate matters, and even the shots 
seem to be somewhat shorter, there- 
by creating the impression of a 
slightly fasler tempo. Still, this is 
pure Angelopouloa, with history, 
myth and allegory all combined; 
the moral of the story is more rele- 


vant and universal than anything he . 


has done before. 


THE FILM opens with festivities in 
honour of the 20th century. which is 
just beginning. The aristocracy 
celebrates in its palaces to the 
sounds of imported dance music. 
-Snottish, Byronic young Britishers, 
in love with the splendours of an- 
cient Greece and totally ignorant of 
the modern reality, walk through 
the landscape reciting Homer in the 
original. At the same time, 8 
mysterious hand helps a gang of 
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revolutionaries, or maybe just 
mountain robbers, to escape from 
prison und take up arms again. The 
1900s are here with us, 
Angelopoulos seems to be saying, 
with corrupt leaders, effete liberals, 
and ever-increasing violence. 

To make the message even more 
explicit, the next scenes show 
Greek rulers, influenced by the Oc- 
cident, selling the country's vilal in- 
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terests to Western capitalists, while at 
young intellectuals from England the israel museum 
τὰ 


walk gingerly in evening dress into 
the countryside, looking for rem- 
nants of ancient glory, and the gang 
gets ready for action in an almost 
fairy-tale setting in the woods. 

The clash between these three 
components of the plot is inevitable. 
And indeed the gang of outlaws, led 
by the mythical figure of Alexander 
on a white horse, kidnaps the 
Britishers and sends an epistle to 
the Greek government, informing 
them that the hostages will be ex- 
ecuted unless all the lands that have 
been expropriated in Alexander's 
village are returned, And while 
waiting for an answer, Alexander 
moves to the village itself, He is uc- 
companied by his men and the 
hostages and is greeted by the peo- 
ple as a real hero. 

But the village Alexander left 
several years ago is nol the one he 
finds now. The peasants, under the 
influence of the local schoolteacher 
and of Italian anarchists, have ab- 
sorbed new and egalitarian ideas 
and created a democratic commune 
in which all people have the right to 
express themselves. In short, they 
are on their way to an ideal society. 

So Alexander is initially ac- 
claimed for his cournge; but il soon 
becomes evident thal the taciturn 
leader (he does not speak all 
through the film) has other ideas. 
Democracy is dangerous in time of 
war, when unity is required above 
everything else. Enjoying life is 
dangerous in time of war. b 

Alexander's men, grimly clad in 
black and bearing arms, set out to 
establish the right atmosphere in the 
village. They kill all the sheep, they 
get the ald ch rch clock going 
again, and the village returns, slowly 
but surely, to the same situation it 
knew before. Only the identity of 
the oppressor has changed. Alex- 
ander will force his revolution on 
the people, and God help those who 
stand in his way. ’ 

As the story progresses, the if 
reversible process becomes clear. 
The man who is supposed to fight 
for freedom and equal rights, first 
establishes his own rule, then 
proceeds to cement it by destroying : 
all opposition from- inside, until 
power becomes the only goal he 
has, The revolutionary jeader, the 
symbol of struggle against the old 
world, is now a tyrant whose only 
concern is 10 govern, and who will 
sacrifice anything and anyone in- 
cluding those. closest to him, to 
preserve his position. 


WHILE ANGELOPOULOS main- 
loins that the story is based on real 
events, which took place in the 
Greek mountains around the turn of 
the cenlury, it also describes quite 
accurately the destiny of many of 
this century's guerrilla leaders. Some 
of them were stopped in their vil- 
lages, others went on to throw large . 
parts of the world into turmoil 
before they met their end. Alex- 
ander is a composite of them all. 
With a few changes one could ap- 
ply this piclure of a leader to any 
totalitarian ruler who started by be-. 
ing idealistic and ended by killing 
idealists, Just 8. little warning to all 
those who advocate 8 strong hand 
for difficult times, forgetting. whut 
they are letting themselves in for.

Nevertheless, the furces that gave 
birth to feminism are still with us. 
They are the underlying #ssump- 
tions of our lives in the 20th cen- 
tury, and the choilenges they raise 
for traditional Jewish life and jaw 
have to be dealt with if there is not 
to be schism und schizophrenia 
between our secular lives and our 
Jewish fives. Perhaps, with the

Testifying to the importance of 
the subject was the audience that 
packed Jerusalem's Fisher Hall re- 
cently to hear Blu Greenberg speak 
on her book On Women and Judaism 
which was recently published by the 
Jewish Publication Society of 
America, The women who crowded 
the hall were of all ages and 
religious orientations, but mainly 
English-speaking. There was also 8 
sprinkling of men. 

The first printing of the book has 
already sold out. This is hardly sur- 
prising since few people are us 
capable as Blu Greenberg of deal- 


ing with the subject with, 


reasonableness and courage, and 
creating an almosphere of dis- 
course. The moderator of the sym- 
posium, Dr. Dafna Yizraeli, a Tel 
Aviv University sociologist, quoted 
Rabbi Emmanuel Rackman, presi- 
dent of Bar [lan University: 
“Halachic Judaism will only cope 
with the challenge of feminism in 
our day if the pressure comes from 
those who cherish il."” 

Blu Greenberg is such a person.

WHO ARE the Israelis wha have 
or are considering leaving 
Israel? And what made them want 
to leave? The simplest and most 
honest answer to both these ques- 
lions is thal u-one really knows. 
To be sure, there are many opi- 
nions, which is only to be expected 
[rom a people who often tend tu be 
long on theories bul shurt on facts. 
There are verisda “specialists” who 


materialistic explanations. the dil- 
ficulty of obtaining a reasonahly 
priced apartment or of gelling a 
satisfactory and well-paid job. 
Others prefer more esoteric ex- 
planalions: cumulative war- 
weuriness or growing dissatisfaction 
with the reputedly declining quality 
in Israel.

The basic luck of knowledge 
regarding the identily and make-up 
af the yordim and their motivations 
is interesting in itself. Given Israel's 
ratified university-based and other 
research institutions, there shottld 
have been no difficulty in obtaining 
a clear picture of the facts which 
underlie the problem of yerida. 


PUBLIC DEBATE has tended to 
focus in recent years on the ques-

But the more profound lack of 
knowledge in regurd to the make-up 
and the motivations of the yardin 
and those who may potentially join 
them would seem to reinforce the 
suspicion that what is involved 
here is both a conscious and a sub- 
conscious desire not to know. The 
question is simply too painful, and 
possibly too dangerous politically. 

Nonetheless studies do exist that 
provide glimpses into the facts 
behind the various hypotheses.

DR. AHARON FEIN’S 1978 doc- 
toral dissertation on “Israeli Emigra- 
tion to the United States” is one of 
the few good field studies on yerida, 
ft is based on 1,168 questionnaires 
sent to Israeli students and profes- 
sionals who had been in the U.S. for 
more than a given period at the time 
the research was conducted in the 
mid-"70s. 

Its main limitation is the 
restricted nature of the population 
studied, whose motivations and 
problems are not necessarily those 
of other yordim. 

Fein's conclusions in regard to one 
major question are quite similar to 
those deriving from the Plaut study: 
the major motivation of the yordint 
is to be found in the sphere of finan- 
cial or occupational considerations. 
Or, in Fein's words: “The main fac- 
tors in the immigration of Israelis to 
the U.S. lies in the limited attrac- 
tiveness of Israel regarding job op- 
portunities and professional ad- 
vancement.... People do not leave 
because they do not have a job in 
Israel but rather because jobs in the 
U.S. ure more attractive.” 

Fein asked his respondents to 
rank the factors which they thought 
encouraged people to leave Israel. 
(These were vordim or potential yor- 
dim expressing their assessment of 
what motivates other vordim.) The 
first three factors, listed as being fac 
ahead of all the others, were: better 
job opportunities in the U.S.; higher 
standard of living in the U.S.: and 
general dissatisfaction in Israel with 
both economic and non-economic 
conditions. 

Such considerations as “reserve 
military duty in Israel,” “lack of 
privacy,” and “discriminution™ 
were placed towards the bottom, 
with “lack of patriotic feeling 
towards Israel" being placed last. 

So when Fein was asked whether 
he wouldn't emphasize the need to 
concentrate on basic changes in the 
education of young Israelis, with the 
aim of instilling a grealer sense Οἱ 
patriotism and of devotion to the 
country, he predictably said no. 

“T wouldn't invest much effort in 
that direction. First of all, we really 
don't know how to affect motiva- 
tion, But beyond that, from my own 
experience as a former paratroop 
officer who has met many of Israel's 
finest among the pordfnt in the U.S., 
1 don't think it would make much 
difference. 

“Many of the yordim are people 
who gave their all to Israel at one 

stage of their lives. Many of them 
had the best patriotic education, in 
kibbutzim and youth movements. 
What could we add to such an 
education? I've come to the conclu- 
sion that the major problem docs 
Not lie in education. But there are 
Many practical things we could do 
that would have an impact on 
yerlda," 


PUBLIC FIGURES, by contrast, 
tend to put their faith in revamping 
fundamentals in the education of 
Israel's young. Dov Shilansky, in a 
feport submitted to Prime Minister 
Begin in March, several months 
afer he wus appointed to coor 
dinate the government's drive 
against yerida, had the following to 

. Say under the heading, “Motive- 
tions for: Yerida.” 

"Education: The lack of sufficient 
education, and especially of educa- 
tion emphasizing nationalist-Zionist 
Toots and values, which has been 
tesponsible for many of the ills of 
Israel society, is ulso one of the ma- 

-jor, causative factors of yerida. 
- Changing these trends and broaden- 


: ing education to emphasize the in- 
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culcation of national goals, visions 
and challenges. is of necessity ἃ 
prolonged process whose results 
cannot be immediate.” 

This sort of rhetoric is extremely 
common here — confrontation with 
seemingly intractable problems 
usually elicits prescriptions for 
more value-oriented education, 
without anyone explaining exactly 
what should be included or how it is 
to be done, 

One aspect of education that does 
have a bearing on yerida is rarely 
Mentioned: the imparting, both at 
school and at home, of the early 
Zionist values that posited a 
revolutionary altitude towards the 
nature of the Jewish people and of 
the Jewish individual. Zionism in re- 
cent years has come to be nearly 
synonymous with Israeli patriotism. 

But it may be argued 
that Israelis remain one 
of the most patriotic people 
in the latter half of the 20th cen- 
tury. The problem is not so much 
flagging patriotism as the uscen- 
dancy of other — traditionally 
Jewish — values which clash with 
an individual's readiness and deter- 
mination to structure his personal 
life to paralle! the Zionist vision and 
the growth of the Jewish State, and 
to contribute to them. 

Israelis are used to speaking 
derisively of the change in values 
which has resulted in the Arabs 
from the occupied territories doing 
nearly all the “dirty work" and 
much of the physical labour in 
Israel. They seldom realize thal this 
shift has also had a profound effect 
on verida. 


For example, while there is ab- 
solutely πὸ reason to impugn the 
patriotism of the thousands of 
young Israelis who have gone to 
study medicine in the cities of north 
Italy, or more recently in Rumania, 
any objective observer would have 
to conclude that most of them will 
eventually swell the ranks of yordim, 
despite the fact that few con- 
templated yerida when they first left 
for Bologne or Bucharest. There 
simply is no need for such a large 
number of young physicians in 
Israel. 


BUT JEWISH sociological patterns 
of the past century and more were 
such that an inordinate number of 
families and youngsters still have 
their hearts set on medical carcers. 
This pattern has by and large 
enabled Jews in the Diaspora to 
earn higher-than-average incomes 
and to practise more satisfying 
careers than those of their host pop- 
ulations. Israel was supposed to be 
different and for some time was dif- 
ferent. The trend in recent years has 
been in the direction of reverting to 
Diaspora Jewish occupational 
and aspirational patterns. 

Early Zionist theoreticians com- 
mented on the dysfunctionality of 
such patterns and predilections in 
the unprecedented, revolutionary 
situation of an all-Jewish society. 
They were absolutely right; it is the 
later generations of Israelis wha 
have backslid into earlier, more 
lenacious Jewish attitudes. If this 
backsliding is permitted {0 con- 
tinue, many more individuals. per- 
ticularly from the more established 
paris of the population will find 
themselves unexpectedly con- 
fronted with soul-wrenching 
choices belween their love for Israel 
and their devotion lo career. 

The greater emphasis placed dur- 
ing the last decade or sa -- in the 
educational system and in the home 
— personal success and career 
orientation, is a prescription for 
ever growing, albeit. unintended, 
perlda. 


The biggest change of ail, it 
would seem, has occurred in the 
degree of private legitimation of 
verida. Publicly, all Israelis are dead 
set against it, 
phenomenon has grown apace, and 
especially as it has affected veleran 
Israeli families and Israel's finest

And there are a growing number 
of Israeli families who have their 
own personal yored and find 
themselves caught in this emotional 
and ideological bind. 


LEGITIMATION of yerida takes 
strange forms. Even the most out- 
spoken opponents of emigration 
make pragmatic exceptions. "One 
cannot expect such Israeli virtuosos 
as Yitzhak Perlman and Pinhas 
Zuckerman, whose adulating 
audience is the entire world, to bury 
themselves and their God-given 
telent in a tiny backwater like

Opinions differ over whether this 
dispensation should also be ac- 
corded to Wlented acudemics, and 
alumni of Hadassah's medical 
school, all of whom aulomatically 
take the U.S. qualifying exams upon 
graduation, and possibly even to 
tnlented football players. 

These differences of opinion 
often tend to be linked to class and 
ethnic origin. And these differences 
extend even further in regard to the 
altitudes one should adopt to out- 
standing financial success stories 
among the yordim, such as 
Mechoulam Riklis and the Nakash 
brothers of Jordache Jeans fame. 

It seems that there is widespread 
approval of the emigration of Isrneli 
criminals who have made their in- 
famous mark abroad in recent 
years. This despite the recorded 
arguments of early Zionist thev-vti- 
cians concerning the emergence: of 
Jewish robbers and prostitutes in 
the promised land as a sign of the 
normalization of the Jewish nation.

BUT WHAT are we to make of te 


Niether Dov Shilansky or 
Shmuel Lahis can be accused of 
“being soft” on yerida. But both of 
them, using almost the exact same 
words, seemed to condone the 
emigration of professionals who 
found Israel “too small" for them. 

“Why should we condemn an 
Israeli physician who has gone to 
practise abroad because his field 
here is extremely limited as being 
less Zionist and less patriotic than 
the Zionist Jew abroad who refuses 
to come on aliya?” they asked me.

FEW ARTISTS have cuught the 
Israel imagination like the {ule 
Duteh gruphic muster MLC. Escher 
(1898-1971), whose work was first 
scen here at the Israel Museun ut 
decade ago, at ἃ inun exhibition 
from The Wague. A bugk of his 
work (Oldbourne, Landon) subse- 
quently sold here like hot cakes. 

Not that Escher was a great artist

GERSHOM SCHOLEM, the dis- 
tinguished scholar and philosopher, 
who died in Jerusalem this year, 
emigrated from Berlin to Jerusalem 
in 1923, and taught Jewish 
mysticism al the Hebrew Devers 
for many years, He wrote outstand- 
ing works on mainstreams of 
Jewish mystical thought which earn- 
ed him recognition as the leading 
authority in this field. 

An important friendship in 
Schulem's life, from his youth, was 
with the philosopher and literary 
critic Walter Benjamin (1892-1940) 
who shared Scholem’s interest in 
philosophy, theology, history, and 
especially, ἃ positive altitude 
towards metaphysics. 

One fascinating example 
of this was their relation to the 
drawing Angelus Novus (New Angel) 
painted by Paul Klee in Munich in 
1920, Bought by Benjamin, it 
became for him, throughout his life, 
the most precious thing he owned; 
he attributed to it a meuning direc- 
tly related to his life and ideas. In 
1933 he wrole two esoteric 
autobiographical essays about the 
painting and often discussed it with 
Scholem, in whose home he oc-

IT IS little wonder that Ansel Adams: 
is considered the “grand old man” 
of American photography for at 80 
he is actively creating singularly 
beautiful photographs that con- 
tinually add dimension to an already 
astounding body of work. 
The 46 prints of the American 
West being exhibited at the Tel 
Aviv Museum (sponsored by the 
American Cultural Center) show 
that Adams is one of the greatest 
landscape photographers. His 
observations, whether of close-ups 
of elegantly slim aspens of 
monumental rock formations 
bounded by sky and cascading 
waterfalls, always maintain 8 
definite personality, a framed image 
that is stable, clearly stated and uni- 
que in that it exudes a sort of eternal 
Presence. Whether in sunlight, 
cloud cover, fog, snow, at evening, 
sunrise or sunset, Adams controls 
the different conditions and has Β 
fantastic sense of clicking the mo- 
Ment of truth, 
The hushed expanses of Yosemite 
Nationat Park, its towering peaks 
and snow trimmed pines, is one of 
Adams’ favorite corners. “Dunes, 
Oceano, California” is outstanding, 
showing several layers of overlapp- 
ing sand dunes, each of individual 
character formed by the wind. The 
design quality is conceptually akin 
‘lo “Sierra Nevada, Frozen Lake 
“and Cliffs’ shot in 1932, an 
abstracted fantasy in which- rock 
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casionally left it for safekeeping. 
Scholem wrote an elaborate inter- 
pretation of Benjamin and his angel 
in 1972, 32 years alter Benjamin's 
suicide. ἃ 

It is thanks to Scholem's analysis 
that Benjamin's relation to the 
angel and the friendship between 
Benjamin and Scholem have 
become apparent (Ὁ us. 


*“SATAN'S ANGEL’ 

In his exposition, Scholem first 
offers a personal-mystical inter- 
pretation of Kice's angel, us having 
a mugical-occult connection to 
Benjamin. According to a talmudic 
legend, God creates a multitude of 
angels every second, to praise him 
for a moment before vanishing 
again. Benjamin thought that by 
closing Klee's angel in his room, he 
had interrupted him in his hymn, 
whereupon the angel took 
vengeance by sending him his 
female counterpart. According to 
Scholem, Senjamin meant 4 woman 
whom he loved in a secret unre- 
quited love. Benjamin called the 
angel Agesilaus Santander, an 
anagram for “Satan's Angel.” 

Scholem explains that in Jewish 
tradition, each man hus his personal

RAN SHECHORI'S recent 
paintings raise more questions than 
they try to answer. Is it crucial that 
a painting ‘have @ specific objective 
that operates through a central 

force whether it be the subject, the 

technique or the basic abstract ele- 

ments of shape, line etc? Are 

paintings created to advance or in- 

timidate the viewer's art ideal? Is it 

to an artist’s advantage to skirt basic 

issues about his work or is it to his 
advantage to be direct and honest 
about what he wants to accomplish 
even though it might cost him pass- 
ing grades? Shechori places one ina 
difficult position, for there scems lo 
be a big gap between his aims and 
achievements. 

Basically, Shechorl shows two 
kinds of pictures whose subjects are 
controlled by ambiguity. An empty 
bedroom indicates: alienation oF 
possibly rejection — or simply con- 
temporary genre. A second series 
depicts the close up, cropped torso 
of a dressed female figure who also

Scholem also gives us a second, 
historical, interpretation of Ben- 
jamin's angel. In his Theses on the 
Philosophy of History, Benjamin 
describes the angel of history as 
looking on whal we call past events 
und what he, the angel, sees as 
debris, without being able to stay 
and fulfill his mission by joining 
what has been smashed and awaken 
the dead, because a storm from 
paradise — which we call progress 
—propels him irresistably into the 
future to which his back is turned. 
Benjamin's melancholy view of the 
historical process is here reflected 
in the angel, leaving only a 
transcendental hope for a 
Lranscausil interference to disrupt 
this desperate cycle. 


‘MAKING VISIBLE’ 


It was often said of Paul Klee that 
he was capable of reproducing con- 
ceptual and metaphysical elements 
in his art. Klee himself said (Creative 
Confession, 1920) that “Art does not 
render the visible but makes 
visible.” In this respect, Klee’s 
angels — he painted over 40 of 
them, mostly in in the last years of 
his life — are mystical messengers 
from the other world, Angelus 
Novus thus evoked reflections and 
feelings that served to connect 
Klee, Benjamin and Scholem in @

Herzog does not tell us where he 
discovered evidence to support the 
contention that the Jordanians plan- 
ned or intended to lunge towards 
Beersheba.

Was it 
‘with this force that Hussein in- 
tended both to hold the Hebron-

Also, in justifying Israel's con- 
quest of Jerusalem and the West 
Bank, Herzog makes much of 
Jordan’s “bombardment... (of) the 
centre of the city of Tel Aviv’ (sic) 
and of Jordanian air attacks on 
“targets in Israel...[the] main target 
being a minor Israeli airfield at Kfar 
Sirkin." 

These “Jordanian air raids,” in 
Herzog’s analysis, triggered the 
Israeli air strike on Mafraq and Am- 
man, in which Hussein's mini air 
force was destroyed on the ground, 

The fact that Jordan entered the 
war and began firing on West 
Jerusalem ote after being 
warned by Israel on the morning of 
June 5 was sufficient reason for the 
Taraell strike Into the Weat Bank — 
the marshalling of additional, 
dubious reasons and explanations 
for Israel's. action is propaganda, 
not history. . 


BUT MA -¥ of the errors in this 
book are purely and simply factual 
rather than a product of argumenta- 
tion or political persuasion.

Herzog states that Israeli losses 
on the Jordanian front in 1967 were 
“approximately 550 dead” — more 
than twice the actual number.

Regarding 1973, 
Herzog has Syrian war dead at 3,500 
(IDF estimates say 8,000-10,000) 
and gives no figures for total [arseli 
or Egyptian casualties during the 
war. 

Herzog suggests that the Ἐργρι- 
ians “did not react” against the 
Israeli forces during the Gulf of 
Suez armoured commando raid of 
September 1969 because “the jast 
troop movements they ever ex- 
pected to meet were Israeli forces 
on their side of the Gulf.” 

However, as has frequently been 
noted, Egyptian surprige was in fact 
largely due to Israel's use of cap- 
tured Soviet armour in that raid — 
which the Egyptians thought was 
manned by their own forces. 

Herzog speaks of “belts of light 
machinegun ammunition” in 1973, 
when — in the Israeli army — only 
medium and heavy machineguns 
(such as the MAG and the Brown- 
ings) have belts; the light 
machineguns (FNs in 1973) use 
magazines. : 

Herzog has the Egyptian troops

Beautiful, red-haired 
Catherine Hessling appeared in a 
number of films in the Twenties and 
‘Thirties and her form was in- 
controvertibly art. In fact, for the 
last two years of the painter's life, 
she was Renoir's model. 

U's usually safe tv predict that 
any book on the movies that is unil- 
fustraled is a bore but Katz's kon- 
cise kompilation is an eaceplion to 
the cule. He hasn't included uny fac~ 
tual ar erilical survey of particular 
movies cither, but this has enabled 
him to be fairly generous with lis 
more thin 7,000 listings of directors, 
producers, slurs, feature players, 
cameramen, art directors and com- 
posers, The hook also explains most 
technical terms, film processes and 
techniques and is ustonishingly 
cumplele. My only real criticism is 
that it is so bulky that it can't be 
read in bed — but then, neither can 
the Britaanica.

This combination of show-biz 
heartbreak ond six-legged roles was 
still fresh in my memory when | 
came across the cntry for Florence 
Lawrence, The first film star to be 
known to a wide public, Flo was bil- 
led as “The Biograph Girl," but by 
the Thirties she could only find oc- 
casional work as an extra and, at the 
age of 52, committed suicide by 
consuming, of all things, ant paste. 

This, you might think, is some 
kind of record in the annals of 
necrology but, wading through 
Katz, you will come across the 
strange case of Emile Cohl, one of 
the pioncers of film animation and, 
in 1908, the creator of “Fantoche,” 
the first cartoon character. Thirty 
years later, he was forgoiten and 
penniless. In a ghastly parody of 
fitm cartoon violence, he died when 
his long white beard caught fire ina 
candle-flame.

ONE OF the oddest movie houses 
was conicrele evidence of the truth 
of Churchill's observation, that 
Russia “is a riddle wrapped in a 
mystery inside an enigma.” Opened 
in 1925, it was devoted entirely to 
showing old Clara Kimball Young 
movies. Miss Young's career, which 
included such epics as Cupid versus 
Women's Rights and The Fates and 
Flora Fourflush, had collapsed by 
then under the weight of her 
avoirdupois and her steadfast refusal 
to diet. One explanation is that the 
Russians like the fuller figure. 

No explanation is necessary for 
another couple of entries on the 
Russian cinema. The Patriotic 
Cinema Theatre was founded in 1908 
by ἃ proto-fascist organisation, 
“The Union of Russian People,” 
with the sole object of showing anti- 
Semitic films. Le plus ca change... 
Comes the revolution and, some 47 
years later, the Sovexport agency 
was busily distributing an Arabic- 
dubbed version of the 1940 Nazi 
propaganda film Jud Sts 
throughout the Middle East. 


THE WALLACE FAMILY have a 
lot to answer for with their non- 
books, The Book of Lists and The 
People's Almanac, each of which has 
run through several volumes. Now 
Gnbe Essoe has come up with The 
Book of Movie Lists and The Book 
of ΤΥ Lists (Arlington House, $8.85 
each), comprising such choice itéms 
us “Cary Grant's Six Favourite 
Directors," “Ten Movie Stars 
Reven! How They Exercise und 
Keep Fil,” and “Carol Burnett's

NOT, AS YOU might expect, an up- 
dated version of Kay Kyser's Col-

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WITH SUMMER coming on, the 
thought of escaping the kitchen and 
buying ready-made meals from out- 
side, or of taking the family to a 
restaurant now and then becomes 
more tempting. Even though both 
of these choices cost more than 
cooking a meal at home, it is en- 
couraging to see that there are more 
places selling tasly fast foods, within 
family budgets. An increasing 
percentage of them hold certificates 
of kashrut from local rabbinates. 

This latter point, in particular, 
pleases me. For years, ἢ have been 
told that many restaurants don’t 
bother with kashrut “because 
religious people don’t eat out.” 1 
have long held that the opposite is 
the case: observers of the dietary 
laws would eat out more if there 
were mdre places available. The 
restaurant trade seems to be coming 
around to this position, though 
some claim that it is the tourists who 
demand kashrut. 

They may also have recognized 
that there are many Israelis who, 
while they eat non-kosher food out- 
side, would not bring food home if it 
isn’t kosher. 

Two rapidly-growing chains serv- 
ing kosher American-style fried 
chicken, “Lool” and “Chick-Chack 
Chicken,” opened in Tel Aviv this 
past year and are now starting to 
bring thelr product to other cities. An 
older, well-known fried chicken 
testaurant, ‘Sunny Boy,” on 
Dizengoff Road in Tel Aviv, is also 
kosher. Also on Dizengoff is a new 
kosher eatery, ‘‘Mac Jack," 
specializing in American-style ham- 
burgers and hot dogs. The meal is 
supplied by the religious kibbutz 
Tired Zvi. “Mac Jack” aims to 
become a chain, which would be the 
kosher-diner's alternative to the 
“MacDavid™ and “Burger Ranch.” 


ISRAEL’S FRIED-chicken eateries 
were influenced by the world- 
famous Kentucky Fried Chicken 
empire of the American, Col. 
Sanders. This firm had a franchise 
Operation in Israel for a time but 
closed. 

_ One of the former silent partners 
in the operation, Eitan Harif, is the 
owner-manager of “Chick-Chack 
Chicken.” Two of its premises were 
formerly Kentucky Fried Chicken 
branches — at 4 Shaul Hamelech in 
Tel Aviv (the “London Ministores,” 
complex) and in Herzliya in the 
Neveh Amirim shopping centre 
serving the Sharon suburban region. 
The third is in downtown Tel Aviv. 

“Chick-Chack Chicken,” recent- 
ly invited the press to taste ils 
Product. They have their own 
recipe for the spiced-flour batter in 
which the chicken pieces are dip- 
ped, before being deep-fried in 
Special pressure cookers. 

This chain takes pride in the fact 
that the chicken and other dishes 
are cooked on-the-spot at each 
branch, not supplied from a central 
plant. A varied menu includes 
chicken shnitzel, liver, chicken- 
burgers, frankfurters, and even the 
spicy, meat filled pastry rolls known 
85 “Moroccan cigars.” 

“Chick-Chack Chicken” claims 
lo be cheaper than the other fast 
food outlets.

{t is hard to make scientific com- 
parisons, since chicken sizes vary, 
and each chain has its own way of 
cutting them into portions. As far as 
| could tell there was no significant 
difference in the portions. 

My price comparisons were made 
last week, before the government 
announced a reduction in food sub- 
sidies that raised the price of 
chicken. Frozen beef also went up 
and will affect the hamburger 
restaurants. Another difficulty in 
comparing prices is that each chain 
has a slightly different composition 
for dinners or take-home boxes. 


AT “CHICK-CHACK," the smal- 
lest fried chicken order is called a 
“two-piece snack,” with chips and 
roll, and sells for IS63, Sts “three- 
piece dinner,” including cole slaw, 
costs TS85. 

At the “Lool” chain, the standard 
chicken dinner comprises only lwo 
picces, with chips, salad and roll, 
but includes a fruit-syrup-based 
drink, for IS85. A rarity in Israel, 
“Lool" offers a “child’s portion” 
with only one piece of chicken, at 
565. “Sunny Boy,” on Dizengoff, 
which is not a chain and has a 
reputation for being more expen- 
sive, charges IS95 for two pieces of 
fried chicken, a generous helping of 
its own restaurant-made chips and a 
roll. The platter with three chicken 
pieces, chips, salad and roll costs 
18124, 

I also compared the small-sized 
take-away box at each establish- 
ment: [5190 at “Chick-Chack" for 
nine pieces of chicken, 18285 at 
“Lool” for ten pieces. At “Sunny 
Boy,” the charge is 1S285 for nine 
pieces plus three rolls. 

“Lool” describes its main 
product as Negev Fried Chicken, 
and is a different style operation 
from the other two. The chain was 
set up as an outlet for the factory 
food products of the nofthern 
Negev kibbutzim, and features 
chicken products from “Of-Kor,” 
and potato and onion products from 
“Tapud.’ The batter-coated, 
factory-fried chicken comes frozen 
to the restaurants, as do the chips 
and onion rings. i 

Some critics argue that “Lool's 
product is not authentic deep-fried 
chicken because it is factory fried. 
but “Lool maintains that this is 
precisely what guarantees uniform 
quality contro! from 8 reputable 
plant with all the advantages of 
professional food technologists and 
veterinary supervision. 

The Ἢ dividual branches of 
“Lool” work on a franchise basis, 
while a central company 
representing (he Sha'ar HaNegev 
kibbutzim cooperative owns the 
refrigeration and cooling equipment

Except when potatoes are in short 
supply, “Sunny Boy” also insists on 
making its own chips. Among its 
specialty dishes, not found at other 
chicken eateries here, are 
American-style chicken salad in 
mayonnaise, and excellent parve 
bavarian cream and chocolate 
mousse desserts. 

Eating at “Sunny Boy" is more 
like dining out than at the other 
chicken places, because the 
premises are more tastefully ap- 
pointed and the food is served in 
ceramic dishes with metal flatware, 
rather than the throwaway plastics 
and paper used by the chains. There 
are even high-chairs for toddlers, 
common abroad but a rarity here. 

“Sunny Boy" does a big trade in 
box lunches for organized tours, 
and “Lool" has entered this field as 
well. All three fried chicken es 
tablishments described here are 
prepared to take large orders for 
home parties, and some branches 
will deliver, loan equipment, and 
even supply waiters in some cases.
